Introduces More Bills. 


Sedalia’s state senator, Mark A. 
McCruder continues to make him­ 
self felt in the upper house of the 
general assembly, and during the 
past week introduced several hills 
• hat if passed will be of much ben­ 
efit to the state. 
One measure that he introduced 
provided that persons living out­ 
side the corporate limits of cities 
must obtain the consent of county 
courts before they w ill be per­ 
mitted to move a bouse or barn 
over tho public highways. 
This measure is in the interest 
of good roads and w ill work as a 
protection to them when structures 
are to bo moved in the country. 
\nother bill provides for the re­ 
adjusting of the salaries 
of 
the 
superintendent of 
insurance, 
his 
deputy and actuary. 
The bill also 
provides that fees earned by the 
actuary or other employees of the 
department for valuation and ex­ 
aminations must he paid into tin* 
state treasury, 
and 
the 
actuary 
shall la* paid such adequate salary 
as to secure the service of a com­ 
petent man. 
The bill further pro­ 
vides for the employment of a 
capable and 
efficient 
permanent 
deputy superintendent. 
This bill 
will gain for the state $7,000 per 
annum. 
It also provides for two 
examiners at $2,500 per year. 
The 
whole measure is built, 
on 
effi- 
coney and the appointments made 
tinder it will be based on m erit or 
the civil set vice plan. 
It. does not 
affect the salary of the present 
superintendent. 
Another measure provides for an 
amendment to the statutes for the 
purpose of making the judgment 
and decree of the circuit court con­ 
clusive and binding upon all the 
parties to the proceeding as in an 
ordinary judgment of the circuit 
court. 
Under the present statute, 
the judgment of the circuit court 
can only be for tho specific execu­ 
tion of the contract, but saving to 
persons under disability five years 
after their disabilities are removed 
lo appear and file a petition to set 
aside such order for any purpose. 
Another bill is to amend section 
357. which provides for an election 
by the widow' when the husband 
dies without children, and makes 
the time within which she 
must 
elect six months after the granting 
of Hie letters of administration rn 
stead of fifteen months.

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Germany Throws Off the Bridle 


W ASHINGTON, D. C., January 31—Following is the official translation of the 
German note declaring for unrestricted warfare: 


Mr. S ecretary of State: 


Your Excellency was good enough to transm it to the Im­ 
perial G overnm ent a copy of the m essage which the president 
of the United States addressed to the senate on the 22nd inst. 
T he Imperial Government has given it the earnest consideration 
w hich the president’s statem ents deserve, inspired as they are, 
by a deep sentim ent of responsibility. 


It is highly gratifying to the Imperial Government to ascer­ 
tain that tile main tendencies of this im portant statem ent cor­ 
respond largely to the desires and principles professed by Ger­ 
m any . T hese principles especially include self-government and 
equality of right for all nations. 
Germany would be sincerely 
glad if in recognition of this principle countries like Ireland and 
India, which do not enjoy the benefits of local independence, 
should nowr obtain their freedom. 
The German people also repu­ 
diate all alliances which serve to force the countries into a 
com petition of might and to involve them in a net of selfish 
intrigues. 


On th e other hand, Germany will gladly co-operate in all 
efforts to prevent future wars. 
The freedom of the seas, being 
a prelim inary condition of the free existence of nations and the 
peaceful intercourse between them, as well as the open door for 
the com m erce of all nations, has always formed part of the lead­ 
ing principles of G erm any’s political program. 
All the more the 
Im perial Government regrets that the attitude of her enemies, 
who are so entirely opposed to peace, m akes it impossible for 
the world at present to bring about realization of these lofty 
blea Is. 
I 
*4 
Says Allies Plan to Crush Germany. 


G erm any and her allies are ready to enter now' into a dis­ 
cussion of peace and had set down as bases the guaranty of 
existence, honor and free developm ent of their peoples. 
Their 
aims, as has been expressly stated in the note of December 12, 
1916, w ere not directed tow ard the destruction or annihilation 
of th eir enem ies and were according to their conviction perfectly 
com patible with the tights of the other nations. 


As to Belgium, for which such w’arm and cordial sym pathy 
Is felt in tile U nited States, the chancellor had declared only a 
few w eeks previously that its annexation had never formed a 
p a rt of G erm any’s intentions. 
The peace to be signed with 
Belgium was, to provide for such conditions in th at country, 
w ith w hich G erm any desires to^ m aintain friendly neighborly 
relations, that Belgium should not be used again by G erm any’s 
enem ies for the purpose of instigating continuous hostile in­ 
trigues. 


Such precautionary m easures are all the m ore necesasry, as 
G erm any’s enem ies have repeatedly stated not only in speeches 
delivered by th eir leading men, but also in the statu tes of the 
economical conference in Paris, th at it is their intention not to 
treat G erm any as an equal, even after peace has been restored, 
but to continue th eir hostile attitude and especially to wage a 
system atic economic w ar against her. 


Tile attem p t of the four allied powers to bring about peace 
lias failed, owing to the lust of conquest of the enemies, who 
desired to dictate the conditions of peace . U nder the pretense 
of following the principle of nationality, our enem ies have dis­ 
closed their real aim s in this way, viz, to dism em ber and dis­ 
honor Germ any, A ustria-H ungary, T urkey and Bulgaria. 
To the 
wish of reconciliation they oppose the will of destruction. 
They 
desire a fight to the b itter end. 


New Situation Forces New Decisions. 


A now' situation has thus been created w'hieh forces Ger­ 
m any to new decisions. 
Since two years and a half England is 
using her naval powers for a crim inal attem pt to force Germany 
into subm ission by starvation. 
In brutal contem pt of in terna­ 
tional law th e group of power, led by England, does not only 
curtail the legitim ate trade of their opponents, but they also by 
ruthless pressure compel neutral countries either to altogether 
forego every trad e not agreeable to the entente pow’ers or to 
limit it according to their arb itrary decrees. 


T he A m erican governm ent knows the steps which have been 
taken to cause England and her allies to return to the rules of 
international law and to respect the freedom of the seas. 
The 
E nglish governm ent, however, insists upon continuing its w'ar of 
starvation, which does not at all affect the m ilitary power of its 
opponents, but compels women and children, the sick and the 
aged, to suffer for their country pains and privations which 
endanger the vitality of the nation. 


T hus British tyranny m ercilessly increases the sufferings 
of the world, indifferent to the law’s of hum anity, indifferent to 
Hie protests of the neutrals, whom they severely harm , indiffer­ 
en t to the silent longing for peace am ong E ngland’s own allies. 
Each day of the terrible struggle causes new’ destruction, new 
sufferings. 
Each day shortening the w ar will, on both sides, 


preserve the life of thousands of brave soldiers and be a benefit 
to mankind. 
The Imperial Government could not justify before its ow'n 
conscience, before the German people and before history \h e 
neglect of any m eans destined to bring about an end of the w'ar. 
Like the president of the United States, the Imperia! Govern­ 
m ent had hoped to reach this goal by negotiations. 
After the attem pts to come to an understanding with the 
entente powers have been answ ered by the latter with the an­ 
nouncem ent of an intensified continuation of the war, the Im­ 
perial Government, in order to serve the welfare of m ankind in 
a higher sense and not to wrong its own people, is now compelled 
to continue the fight for existence, again forced upon it, W’ith 
the full em ploym ent of all the weapons w'hich are at its disposal. 
Sincerely trusting that the people and governm ent of the 
U nited States will understand the motives for this decision and 
its necessity, the Imperial governm ent hopes that the United 
S tates m ay view' the new situation from the lofty heights of 
im partiality, and assist, on their part, to prevent further misery 
and unavoidable sacrifice of human life. 
Inclosing two m em oranda regarding the details of the con­ 
tem plated m ilitary m easures at sea, I remain, etc.,

Barred Sea Zones Established. 


Berlin, Jan. 31 (W ireless to Sayville).— Following is the an­ 
nex referred to in the German note: 
From February I, 1917, w ithin barred zones around Great 
Britain, France, Italy and in the E astern M editerranean, as out­ 
lined in the following, all sea traffic forthw ith will be opposed. 
Such barred zones are: 
In the N orth sea, the district around England and France, 
which is limited by a line 20 nautical miles far over Faroe Island; 
from there across the point 62 degrees north, 15 degrees w est to 
(JI degrees north, 15 degrees wrest; then 57 degrees north, 20 de­ 
grees w est to 47 degrees north, 20 degrees w est; further to 43 
degrees north 15 degrees w est; then on degree latitude 43 de­ 
grees north to the point 20 nautical miles from Cape Finisterre 
and 2 nautical miles distance along the Spanish north coast as 
fa r as the French frontier. 
Concerning the south, in the M editerranean: 
For neutral 
shipping there rem ains open the south district west of a line 
from Point de Les Paquett to 30 degrees, 20 m inutes north and 
6 degrees east, as well north and west of a zone CO sea miles 
broad along the N orth African coast, beginning on (?) degrees 
w est longitude. 
In order to connect this sea district w’ith Greece, the zones 
lead 20 sea miles in width north or east following this line; 
38 degrees north and 6 degrees east, 38 degrees north and l l 
degrees 30 m inutes east to 34 degrees north and l l degrees 30 
m inutes east to 34 degrees north and 22 degrees 30 m inutes east. 
From there it leads to a zone 20 sea miles broad west of 22 de­ 
grees 30 m inutes east longitude into Greek territorial w'aters. 


Conditions for American Ships. 


N eutral ships plying within the barred zones do so at their 
own risk. Although precautions a re being taken to spare neutral 
ships which on February I are on the way to ports in the 
barred zone, during an appropriate delay ,yet it is urgently to be 
advised that they should be w arned and directed to other routes 
by all m eans available. 
N eutral ships lying in ports of the barred zone can with the 
sam e safety abandon the barred zones if they sail before Feb­ 
ruary 5 and take the shortest route into the open district. 
Traffic of regular American passenger steam ers can go on 
unm olested: 
A—If Falm outh is taken as the port of destination and if, 
B—On the going and return journey to Scilly Islands, as well 
as the point 50 degrees north, 20 degrees west, be steered on. 
Along this route no German mines will be laid. 
C—If steam ers on this journey bear the following special 
signals which only they will be perm itted to display in American 
ports: 
A coating of paint on the ship’s hull and the superstruc­ 
tu re in vertical stripes three m eters broad, alternating w'hite and 
red; on every’ m ast a large flag of checkered white and red, on 
th e stern the American national flag; during darkness the na­ 
tional flag and the coat of paint to be as easily recognizable as 
possible from a distance; and the ships must be completely and 
brightly illuminated. 
D—If only one steam er runs each week in each direction, 
arriving at Falm outh on Sundays, leaving Falmouth on W ednes­ 
days. 
E— If guarantees and assurances are given by the American 
governm ent th at these steam ers carry no contraband (according 
to the G erm an list of contraband). 
Two copies of maps on which the barred zones are outlined 
are added.

Bottlers of Missouri natural min­ 
eral 
waters, 
chiefly 
located in 
Clay, Lewis, Pike, 
Saline, Jeffer­ 
son, Jackson, Mercer, Cedar, Nod­ 
away counties and the city of St. 
Louis shipped from the originating 
points 1.961,000 gallons which has 
a wholesale value of $84,464. 
The 
manufacturing of near beer is still 
in its infancy 
in 
Missouri. 
The 
new industry received an impetus 
In 1916 when one St. Louis brew­ 
ery took up this line on a more ex­ 
tensive scale and placed a large 
quantity 
on the 
market. 
It is 
sufficient to 
say 
that 1917 will 
wit ness further gains In 'quantity 
i of gallons manufactured and total 
j wholesale worth. 
In St. Louis there is being con­ 
st n u t cd a $2,500,000 plant which 
will bo devoted 
to the manufac­ 
tu r e of 
near 
beer. 
In Jefferson 
City a brewery is about to erect 
a $10,000 structure for the same 
purpose. 
All over the state brew­ 
eries have either embarked in this 
• ide line or are getting ready to 
do so. 
Near beers 
made 
in Missouri 
are now sold under the names of 
bevo, tally, silver top, malt bever­ 
age amber 
bead, 
manitou, malt 
mead. 
Near 
beers manufactured 
by breweries of Illinois, Iowa and 
Ohio, sold 
in 
“dry” counties and 
other places in Missouri a r e : spec­ 
ial. nontoxo, maltjoos, huck, novo, 
alpha, malto dextrine, purdas, vita 
line, whiterihbon, daisy, local op­ 
tion Az and probably three or four 
others. 
The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics 
classifies soda 
water

'TIS WIDESPREAD DISEASE 


Consumption, Whose Germs Are in 
Spittle, Most Common. 
Columbia, Mo., Jan. TC—Tubercu­ 
losis is the most widespread of all 
dangerous diseases. 
Every year it 
causes upward of 200,000 deaths in 
the United States. 
The most com­ 
mon form of tuberculosis is in the 
lung, where it is known under the 
name of consumption. 
Tuberculosis 
may 
affect 
any 
part of the body, according to Dr. 
M. P. Ravenel, of the department 
of preventive medicine of the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Missouri. 
It produces 
meningitis in children, which is in­ 
variably fatal; hip joint disease, 
and curvature of the spine. 
The 
so-called hunch back is almost al­ 
ways tuberculosis of the spinal col­ 
umn. The affection which we used 
to call scrofula, manifested by en­ 
larged glands about the angle of 
the jaw, is also tuberculosis. 
Consumption is not only the most 
common form of the disease, but 
is also the form which is most con­ 
tagious . In it the lung breaks down 
into 
abscesses. 
These 
abscesses 
open into the 
nearest 
bronchial 
tube, and the germs are thrown out 
in the spit which the patient raises 
Every twenty-four hours a well ad­ 
vanced case of consumption throws 
out in the spit about three billion 
consumption germs. 
This is the 
reason why health officers are so 
seriously fighting the spitting habit. 
Spitting is not only a dirty habit, 
but a dangerous one. 
Tuberculosis 
is 
common 
in 
milch 
cattle, 
and 
it 
has 
been 
throughly proven that many child­ 
ren are infected 
by drinking the 
milk from diseased cows. For this 
reason, 
it is 
important 
that all 
cows giving 
milk 
for human use 
should be free from 
the disease. 
This is best done by the tuberculin 
test. 
When carried out by a com­ 
petent man, the test is extremely 
accurate, and 
detects the disease 
in a very early stage when it can 
not be 
found 
out~ by any other 
known means. 
In human beings the disease is 
spread from one person to another 
through 
coughing , sneezing 
and 
spitting. 
It is, 
therefore, 
of the 
utmost importance 
that 
persons 
suffering from consumption should 
cover the mouth 
or nose always 
When they cough or sneeze. 
This 
is best done by a paper handker­ 
chief, which can be put into a bag 
and burned. 
The spit which they 
raise should also be burned. 
Ex­ 
cellent and cheap paper cups are 
made for this purpose. 
The edu­ 
cated and careful consumptive is 
not a danger to those around him, 
but where care 
i9 not taken, the 
disease is spread from one person 
to another in the household.

Examination

Book 
Brings 
Much Food for Thought— Names 
and Firms Then Great Are 
Now Almost Unknown. 


I be mutability of time! 
Is there 
anything that can bring it to us 
with more unsparing truth than an 
old directory of the home town, res­ 
urrected from the debris of forgot­ 
ten days and, suddenly confronting 
our eyes with cold, unfeeling type, 
tells the story of the flight of years, 
the passing of vigorous manhood, 
the end of earthly pride, the hollow" 
ness of wean, ii and ambition and 
the futility of mere 
material 
en­ 
deavor? 
\\ hat is there that more 
than this brings the realization that 
despite 
Longfellow’s 
song, 
the 
grave is, after all, the goal to which 
we all are bound? 
The other day Mr. William Wil­ 
son, ot the Bell Telehone company, 
brought to the Democrat office a 
directory of the city of Sedalia pub­ 
lished in the years 1886-87, which 
he had found in some out-of-the-way 
place where it had been reposing 
for perhaps all the time since it 
came from the hands of the print­ 
ers and bookbinders. 
It is mouldy 
with age, some of the pages are 
gone entirely and some are just on 
the verge of crumbling into noth­ 
ingness, victims of the inexorable 
decay that comes with the passing 
of time. 
Thirty years have come 
and gone since this book was given 
to the world, telling the story of 
Sedalia’s life at that time. 
Thirty 
years! 
And what have they done 
to Sedalia? 
We turn the 
dilapidated 
pages 
that still remain and seek to find 
the names of the men and women 
we know so well now', to learn if 
then they were among those nuin 
bored among the city’s people. 
Alas, how few w'e find. And then 
we delve among the names looming 
large and prominent then in the en­ 
deavor to identify them with the 
men of affairs of today. 
How dis­ 
appointing tile search. 
Turning to the “Index to Adver­ 
tisements,” how many names do we 
discover that are known at present 
in the busy marts of local trade. 
Can you guess? 
There were sixty 
business 
and 
professional men in the list. 
How 
many are still here? Not one firm 
among the entire sixty is still doing 
business in the city today, with the 
exception of lh of. (\ VV. Robbins, 
who then, as now, was conducting 
Central Business college. 
Some of 
the same corporations are still here, 
the Democrat company, 
the 
Citi­ 
zens’ National hank, the Third Na­ 
tional bank, the 
Missouri 
Trust 
company, which has been succeed­ 
ed by the Sedalia Trust company; 
but none of these are in the hands 
of the men who then directed their 
destinies. 
Among all the men in 
the banking business then, officials 
and employes, but one is still in 
the harness, William ll. Powell, Sr., 
president of the Citizens’ National. 
Then he was William H. Powell, 
Jr., bookkeeper of the institution of 
which he is now' the head. 
Louis 
G. Addor was an advertiser, but he 
long 
since 
discontinued business 
for himself and for some years has 
been an employe of the Bard jew­ 
elry 
store. 
W. H. Reynolds, 
job 
printer, was in the list; he long 
since gave up that business and 
now is proprietor of the Auto Inn. 
There was a fire insurance agency, 
Stafford A- Temple, of which P. G. 
Stafford was a member. 
Mr. Staf­ 
ford is still active, but the agency 
is a thing of the past. 
These are 
all of the 
sixty 
busy 
business 
houses that in thirty years have not 
been all out lorgotten. 
Turning to the list of city offi­ 
cials, what do we find? Of all the 
eighteen men connected with the 
municipal government but one now 
resides in Sedalia, VV. I), llgenfritz, 
who was a member of the council 
from the First ward. 
Ail the rest 
are gone, and few there are who 
even 
remember 
that 
they 
ever 
lived, let alone that they held pow­ 
er and place. 
Of all the county officials, from 
circuit judge down, but two of the 
men remain in the city, Judge Hen­ 
ry Lamm, recent republican candi­ 
date for governor, who then was 
prosecuting attorney, and Col. Wil­ 
liam D. Steele, then the representa­ 
tive of Pettis county in the general 
assembly. 
The very names of all 
the others are practically unknown 
to the present generation. 
Of the members of the board of 
teducation, John 
Montgomery, Jr., 
is the only one still known in the 
life of present-day Sedalia. In those 
days the city had, besides the pub­ 
lic and parochial 
schools, 
three 
other 
educational 
institutions, 
Central Business college, still here 
as mentioned above, 
the 
Sedalia 
university and the Broadway semi­ 
nary. How many of us can tell any­ 
thing about them of our own knowl­ 
edge. 
The “chief principal” of the 
public schools was VV illiani Rich­ 
ardson. 
Probably this is the only 
time that his name has been recalled 
for a score of years. 
VV ho can tell 
anything of this prominent educator 
of the past 
Some of the institutions of that 
d ay still thrive. 
The newspapers 
then, as now. Had prominent place 
in the life of the small city. 
The 
Bazoo, with J .West Goodwin at its 
head, was in the heyday vf its in­ 
fill* ace aud strength 
The Sedalia 
Journal, the only German paper in 
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Petits county, was 
ro q u e te d 
by 


Schneider A 
Botz. 
lf still lives, 
with Charles Botz, of the old firm, 
as its editor. 
There was also the 
Labor Union, conducted by Hush 
Fitzgerald, a very 
M lliant 
man, 
who later went to Texas and who 
last year was elected congressman 
at large from that state, defeating 
the famous “Cyclone” Davis. 
The 
Earth was another ambitious pub­ 
lication, 
described 
by 
L. 
C. 
Glessner, its publisher, as “the only 
literary, family and society paper 
in Cen* a1 Missouri” VV hat of Edi­ 
tor Glessner and the Earth? 
Can 
anyone tell? 
Tile Democrat, of 
course, 
was 
there, then as now', 
the 
leading 
newspaper of the time. 
Its adver­ 
tisement in the directory furnishes 
food for thought In 
this 
day 
of 
"high prices ” Frank Craycroft was 
president of the company and IL 
H. Allen secretary 
and 
manager 
The announcement of Us prices and 
terms read as follows: 
Daily, by mail, in advance, per 
year, $7.00. 
Daily, by mail, in advance, per 
mr uih, Tic. 
• Daily, by carrier, in advance, per 
year, $7.59. 
Daily, by carrier, in advance, per 
month, 75«-. 
Daily, by carrier, in advance, per 
w'eek, 20e. 
Contrast those prices with the $5 
per year and 45 cents per month 
charged now and 
remember 
that 
the paptr of those days consisted of 
only four pages, advertisements and 
all. C»ne can not help wonder why 
the old-time new spaper men did not 
roll iii wealth. 
Glancing through the alphabet! 
cal list of the residents of the city, 
the first familiar name we see, the 
second one in the book, is, Abell, 
D. T., physician. 
Dr. Abell is still 
here, and in the last directory pub­ 
lished his name appears sixth from 
the top . It was printed in black­ 
faced type then as now’. 
Some of the leading business men 
of the present were in Sedalia in 
those years, and it is interesting to 
see how they were listed then. And 
some were too young to be inelud 
cd, it would seem, although having 
their homes here. 
Here are a few' 
examples: 
Neither VV. E. Bard nor C. H. 
Bard are in the directory, although 
the 
name 
of 
their father, VV. E. 
Bard, Sr., appears. 
Emil Bichsel 
is designated as a watchmaker and 
George a clerk. 
These two com­ 
pose the film of Bichsel Bros., one 
of the oldest finns in the city at 
this time. Jacob Brandt’s name ap­ 
pears as a clerk. 
He is now at 
the head of the P. Brandt Grocer 
company. 
Jack Perry was a clerk 
for the firm of A. VV. Perry & Son, 
of which he is now' manager. Fred 
VV. Phipps was a clerk for Beck, 
Vitt A: Co., general merchants. Har­ 
ry IL Hawkins w'asn’t considered 
old enough to get his name in the 
book. 
A. it. Easton, the veteran 
secretary of the Elks’ lodge, was in 
the book and stationery business at 
307 uhio street. 
Grant Crawford, 
prominent financier of today, hadn’t 
seemingly arrived at the age nec­ 
essary for listing, for he isn’t men­ 
tioned. 
The name of Miss Helen Gallic 
appears as a teacher of vocal mu­ 
sic. 
Miss Gallic is now Mrs. VV. D. 
Steele, 
Sedalia’s 
most 
widely 
known club woman and musician. 
The only clergyman mentioned in 
the 
book, 
now 
in 
Sedalia, and 
perhaps the only one still living, is 
Dr. J. 13. Fuller, then pastor of the 
First Baptist church, now' retired. 
The name of William H. Cloney, 
leading citizen and member of the 
school board at this time, appears, 
but it reads “Willie Cloney, student, 
Central Business college.” How' he 
succeeded in getting his name in, 
while others of his age were left 
out, arouses interest . But perhaps 
thus early he believed in advertis­ 
ing, as he does now. 
John T. Heard is included as one 
of Sedalia’s residents, and 
he 
is 
listed as congressman. 
In the classified section of the 
book is printed the names of all the 
practicing attorneys in the city a* 
that time. 
There were thirty-four 
listed. 
Of these but nine remain, 
a larger average than is shown in 
any other line of business or of any 
profession. 
These nine are: John 
H. Both well, George 
F. 
hon ga n, 
John 
Montgomery, 
Jr., 
Henry 
Lamm, George VV. Barnett, James 
T. Montgomery, 
W. 
I). 
Steele, 
Charles E. Yeater and Louis Hoff­ 
man. 
There were twenty-five practicing 
physicians. 
Of these all but three 
have passed away, these three being 
Ors. VV'. T. Abell, A. H. Heaton anc 
VV .O. Dunlap, and they are still 
ministering to Sedalia’s ills. 
Fifty grocery stores were doing 
business in the city then. Of all the 
fifty but three are still here—the 
Brandt Grocer company, M .McGin 
ley and John Scally, and even these 
have changed . Then 
the 
Brandt 
store was owned by Peter Brandt, 
now’ it is a stock company. 
The 
McGinley store w’as then .ucGinley 
Bros.; now’ Michael MeGinlev is the 
proprietor; and John 
Scally 
was 
then in partnership with his father, 
under the firm name of Scally & 
Son. 
Twelve 
firms 
were in the dry 
goods business. 
But two of these 
are 
in 
business still, Charles E. 
Messerly and Meagerly & Meuschke. 
The first of those has never altered 
its firm name or ownership; it is 
still Charles E. Messerly, w'hile the 
latter has changed lo a corporation 
and is styled the H. VV*. Meuschke 
Dry Goods company. 
Running 
the 
eye 
through the 
names of householders again, we 
run 
across 
this: 
Irons, 
Martin, 
master machinist. Martin Irons! 
Remember him? How many of the 
men and women of Sedalia under 
forty can answer yes to that ques* 
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tion? How* many can even tell who 
Martin Irons was? And yet at that 
time he was perhaps better known 
nationally than any one man in all 
Missouri, for he was the head and • 
front of the greatest labor strike 
ever known up to then in the his­ 
tory of the world . Thirty years ago 
the name of Martin Irons had more 
weight in labor circles 
than 
has 
that of Samuel Gompers 
at 
this 
time. And Martin Irons is gone and 
forgotten. 
But why continue? Let’s close 
ihe book, hide its crumbling pages 
away for another thirty 
years 
i f 1 
may be, and turn our faces to the 
future. 
Let’s shake off the gloomy I 
thoughts aroused by contemplation - 
of dead men’s hopes, and still con­ 
tinue to believe that we anyway 
shall make “footprints on the sands 
ot time” that will guide others to 
the good things they shall seek.

Mixup Saturday Evening. 


Henry Blaylock, a farmer resid­

McFarland neighbor­ 
hood, north of Beaman, while on 
his way h o m e 
Saturday evening 
after bringing a load of wood to 
tho city, 
w’as 
severely, but not 
seriously injured in an encounter 
near the Sunnyside school, north­ 
east of the city.

Blaylock claims he had nothing

knife. 
Blaylock’s ear 
was slashed, and he also was cut 
under the jaw as well as having 
a gash on the back of his head. 
A stab wound 
in

the right kidney was also inflicted 
and the

smoothly from the bone. 
In receiving 
medical attention 
Blaylock didn't tell the physicians,
